An aviary that will contain more than a thousand 
pairs of pigeons is being installed a t the Mitchell 
farm near H ollister. 
The nesting houses have a 
capacity of IOO pairs each. Only stock fitted for rais­ 
ing profitable squabs will be handled. 
W ater and 
feeding bins are so conveniently arranged th at a 
few m inutes suffice to care for the entire aviary. 
C. 
B. Bills, of Sacram ento, president of the Pioneer 
F ru it Company, is quoted in an interview a t Fresno 
as saying that" while deciduous fruit shipm ents from 
the State this year w ere 2500 cars more th an in 1913, 
the receipts have been $3,000,000 less. 
The w ar and 
the financial situation being the cause. Gross re­ 
ceipts for deciduous fruits will total $15,000,000.” 
Large tracts of land in the E astern p art of San 
Luis Obispo County are being prepared for the set­ 
ting out of almond trees next February. 
Outside 
capital has bought up a large acreage of good farm 
land for the purpose of almond raising. 
Almonds 
have been found to produce large crops in th at sec­ 
tion. 
The yield of rice in southern Butte County in the 
neighborhood of Richvale, Gridley and 
Biggs 
will 
bring $1,500,000 to the growers this year. 
About 
16,000 acres there planted will yield 800,000 sacks. 
The average production per acre of the rice har­ 
vested to date in B utte shows forty sacks to the 
acre. 
Fresno raisins will he the Christm as present to 
many E astern people this 
Christmas. 
In 
D etroit 
alone orders have already been placed for 6000 dollar 
boxes. 
Each box contains eleven packages, so th at 
it is reasonably estim ated th at more than 50,000 peo­ 
ple In D etroit will eat Fresno raisins on C hristm as 
day. 
The California Associated Raisin Company of Fres­ 
no, announces th at the association on behalf of the 
raisin grow ers of the State, would add 40,000 pounds 
of raisins to the stock of provisions for the relief 
of the Belgians. 
This donation is valued a t $2500, 
and will be an en tire carload. 
Twenty tons of fine sugar cane seed, purchased in 
a Southern State by the V isalia Board of T rade, has 
arrived there and is being distributed to a num ber 
of farm ers in this section who have agreed to experi­ 
m ent in the growing of cane. The beet sugar factory 
a t Visalia is equipped for either cane or beets. 
Possibilities of the date palm are being tried out 
in the San Joaquin Valley, experts who have studied 
the date industry believe th at the date palm as a 
stock food can be grow n successfully In th e Valley. 
A gain of a pproxiirately $6000 in the am ount paid 
for bu tter fat in F resno county for the month of 
O ctober over Septem ber is shown in figures ju st is­ 
sued. 
During Septem ber county dairym en received 
about $90,000, w hile in October the cream ery check 
am ounted to $96,000. 
The first carload of oranges to be sent out of Cali­ 
fornia under certificate th a t the fruit contained in 
the consignm ent is in accordance with the estab­ 
lished standards of the Pure Food Bureau of the Fed­ 
eral Government, left Porterville Saturday, consigned 
for a point in the E ast. 
There are in O range County 13,000 acres devoted 
to the growing of oranges -of which 9000 acres are 
bearing trees and 
4000 
non-bearing. 
The 
first 
grove was planted iii the county 40 years ago by 
Patterson Bowers. 
California produces m ore lemons than any country 
in the W orld. 
There are 32,000 acres of lem on trees 
of all ages under cultivation, each acre bearing 200 
packed boxes. 
Three thousand tons of barley have been shipped 
from Merced County w ithin the past IO days to Port 
Costa lo tie exported from there. 
The value was 
$150,000. 
Tile city of T ulare is planning a m unicipal Clrt’ist- 
mas tree which will be placed in the open. California 
is the only .State in tile Union where this can be 
done. 


General Manager Powell of the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange has completed his preliminary 
estimate of the 1914-15 citrus crop of California and 
places fhe probable output at from 43,500 to 45,500 
cars. 
These total figures are made up as follows: 
From north of the Tehachapi ........................5,700 cars 
Southern C alifornia 
>......... 38,00 to 40,000 cars 
Total lemon crop .................................................6,500 cars 
Total orange crop ..........................37,000 to 39,000 cars 
Based on the returns of the past several years, 
the estim ated yield of the golden harvest should 
realize to California citrus grow ers and shippers up­ 
wards of $30,000,000. 
Fruit grow ers in the State in convention in Los 
Angeles recommended the form ation of a S tate De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, sim ilar in powers and func­ 
tions to th at of the Government of the United States, 
which com bines several State Boards and Commis­ 
sions in one. 
A bill with this purpose in view and 
the appointm ent of its Secretary by the Governor has 
been prepared and will be presented a t the coming 
legislature. 
It would save the State, it is said, thou­ 
sands upon thousands of dollars and promote great 
efficiency in the agricultural departm ent. 
E. A. Brim of Williams, Colusa County, has con­ 
tracted for the purchase and planting of 53,000 seed­ 
less grape vines—Thompson seedless and Sultans— 
to be planted on seventy-five acres of the Brim ranch, 
doubling the amount of the present vineyard. Brim 
will have planted 1200 almond trees in the avenues 
of the vineyard, thus utilizing land, ordinarily not 
producing. 
Brim this year shipped the earliest m us­ 
cat raisins in the Stat,e. 
The Sycamore prune orchard a t Los Molinos, Te­ 
ham a County, made alm ost a record yield for ten- 
year-old trees. 
This orchard is owned by Mrs. Mary 
B. Runyon. It produced this year forty tons of dried 
prunes, or nearly three and one-half tons per acre. 
The prunes grade about fifty-six to the pound. 
At 
the present price of 5 cents a pound for prunes of 
this grade, the crop for the twelve acres is worth 
$4000. 
The directors of the different farm bureau units 
of Solano County have perfected a perm anent organ­ 
ization, electing officers and adopting a constitution 
and by-laws. The officers a re : H. C. Blake, Vacaville, 
president; Jam es Corcoran, Vallejo, vice-president; 
H enry Bird, Suisun-Fairfleld, secretary-treasurer. All 
the requirem ents of the State leader in the farm 
adviser m ovem ent for Solano County have been com­ 
plied w ith. 
There are now 6000 acres of alfalfa in the Los 
Molinos colony in Tehama County and the annual 
production is 40,000 tons. Of this am ount 30 OOO tons 
is absorbed by the home m arket, leaving a surplus 
of 10,000 tons to be disposed of during the w inter. 
Perm anent organization of the Turlock branch of 
tile Stanislaus County farm bureau has been com­ 
pleted. 
78 members were enrolled. 
Gross receipts from the 1913 crop of raisins, han­ 
dled by the California Associated Raisin Company, 
am ounted to $6,187,117.78, Costs of packing and sell­ 
ing am ounted to $1,861,218.44, so th at the net amount 
received from sales on raisins of all varieties was 
$4,325,899.34. 
The cost of receiving and concentrat­ 
ing these raisins was $125,359.55. 
W hittier is to be supplied w ith natural gas from 
the big gas spouter on the E m ery oil lease. 
The 
Southern Counties’ Gas Company has obtained a long­ 
tim e contract for the gas which has for so long been 
going to waste and workmen are now laying a six- 
inch pipe from the com pany’s main line to connect 
w ith the gas well.

APPEALING TO US 
NON-PARTISAN NOW 
4*---------- By Chester H. Rowel! --------- 4* 
It is proposed at the coming session 
of the legislature to extend the sys­ 
tem of non-partisan elections so as to 
include state officers. 
Theoretically, the question is debat­ 
able. 
The non-partisan system may 
or may not be better for state officers. 
But practically there is nothing left 
to debate in California. 
The people 
have already abolished partisanship 
and the partisan system so effectively 
that m ere remains nothing but to give 
them the tools to 
do 
directly 
what 
they already insist on doing indirect­ 
ly-Examine, for instance, the actual gov­ 
ernm ent of California, as it is to be 
for the next two and four years, both 
legislative and adm inistrative, togeth­ 
er with the m anner of its election: 
Speaker C. C. Young had some in­ 
teresting lists and (figures in the lust 
California Outlook, showing the non­ 
partisan character of 
the 
next 
as­ 
sembly. 
The next state senate, to be sure, 
is overwhelmingly party Progressive. 
The figures 
are: 
Progressives, 
25; 
Democrats, IO; 
Republicans, 5. The 
assem bly situation, on the other hand, 
is more complex, and therefore more 
interesting. 
Speaker Young assigns each mem­ 
ber-elect to the party with which he is 
personally registered, 
regardless 
of 
the party or parties by which he was 
nominated. 
By this system, the 80 
m em bers of the assembly are divided 
into: 
Republicans, 33; 
Progressives, 
29; Democrats, 15; Socialists, 2; Pro­ 
hibitionist, I. 
However, the Speaker calls atten ­ 
tion to the fact that at. least 9 of those 
not nominally party Progressives are 
virtually so, thus bringing up the pos­ 
sible Progressive \o te under the party 
system to 38, or within 2 of a' majorl-

less, it is significant that every bel­ 
ligerent nation in Europe is appealing 
for the moral support of tile United 
States. Emperor William protested to 
President W ilson in regard to to the 
alleged use of durn durn bullets. 
The 
German White Book was printed in 
English for circulation in the United 
States, and sent all over this country. 
German newspapers print special edi­ 
tions for their subscribers to mail to 
their friends in the United States, in 
order that the truth may be 
known. 
It is interesting to know that all the 
news printed in these special editions, 
however, has been printed in every 
newspaper in America at least 
two 
weeks before the special editions ar­ 
rive. 
A large num ber of the leading 
scientists of Germany have signed a 
statem ent for circulation in America, 
denouncing sundry 
charges 
against 
Germany and accusing the allies 
of 
being the ones who are fighting an un­ 
civilized war against civilization and 
(’hristianity. 
The British government 
printed first the W hite Book and now 
the Blue Book, giving its side of the 
question, and these books have been 
given the widest jtossible circulation 
all over America. A Slavic news sheet 
published in English, giving the Slav 
side of the war. is being circulated all 
over the United States, and there is a 
Slav news bureau furnishing free news 
item s to al! 
American 
newspapers 
which will use them . 
We have not 
yet seen any French propaganda, but 
doubtless there m ust be some of it 
circulated. 
All these powers, appeal­ 
ing to the pure brute force of arm a­ 
ment, are also appealing to the spirit­ 
ual force of public sentim ent, and are 
locating that sentim ent in the United 
States. It is a tribute all tile more im­ 
pressive because the logic of 
it 
is 
largely unconscious.—California Out­ 
look.

This is the first 
extensive export of lima beans from 
California. 
“The rate in force previous to the 
opening of the canal

ton,” stated Mr. Waterman. “A small­ 
er quantity of lima beans used to be 
transported to the

from California by way of the Isthmus 
of Tehauntepec.

An Ordinance Entitled “An Ordinance to 
Protect the 
Tree* 
Growing Upon or 
Planted by the County Board of Fores­ 
try of Orange County, Upon the Public 
Highways and County Property In Said 
County/' 
The Board of Supervisors of the County 
of Orange, do ordain as follows: 
SEC. I. 
It is hereby declared unlawful for any 
person, Arm or corporation to injure, de­ 
face or remove any protective structure 
placed around any tree or plant growing 
upon, or planted by the Board of Ferestry 
or Orange County, in or upon any public 
highway or county property in the said 
County of Orange. 
SEC. II. 
It is also hereby declared unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to hitch 
or otherwise fasten any horse or other 
prim al to any stake, guard or other pro­ 
tective structure of or around any tree, 
plant or shrub planted in or growing upon 
any of the public highways or county pro­ 
perty of the County of Orange, or to hitch 
or fasten any horse or other animal to or 
near any of the trees or plants, planted 
in or growing upon any of the public high-1 
ways in the County of Orange, so th at 
any damage or injury may result there­ 
from to said trees, plants or shrubs.

It is also hereby declared unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to affix 
upon any 
tree, 
plant or 
shrub, fence, 
bridge, telephone or telegraph pole, or 
electric light pole, or any other struc­ 
tures upon the public highways or coun­ 
ty property, any notice, sign or adver­ 
tisem ent, or 
other w riting 
or symbol, 
w ithout first obtaining w ritten permission 
from the Board of Forestry of the County 
of Orange, so to do; except th at tempor 
ary convenience warning or danger signs 
may be placed thereon for the safety and 
convenience of the traveling public; any 
such temporary sign to be promptly re­ 
moved as soon as the necessity therefor 
shall cease to exist.
